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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1-15 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The examiner had found that the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest or render obvious "A method in a client-server environment, to manage a 
configuration of resources on at least one client system. The major differences in 
the independent claims 1 and 13-15 are not found in the prior art of record that 
receiving on a client system from a server system a file of one or more 
predetermined events along with one or more local run-time environmental 
conditions along with one or more selectable configuration settings, wherein the 
local run-time environment conditions are determined after a client system has 
started, and wherein the selectable configuration settings are specific to a group 
of users on the client system. Running a monitoring agent on the client system to 
detect when one or more predetermined events occurs then determining if the 
one or more local run-time environmental conditions are met and if the conditions 
are met then automatically applying at least one of the one or more selectable 
configuration settings on the client system." as in claim 1 and 13-15.
